The  total  number  of'  births  registered  during  the  year  shows 
a  substantial  increase  on  the  number  registered  during  1945  the 
figures  being  337  legitimate  births  and  47  illegitimate  births  as 
compared  with  267  and  54  respectively-  There  was  a  decrease  of  7 
illegitimate  births  as  compared  wich  the  preceding  year* 


A . Birth  hate  of  21.33  per  1000  of  the  Estimated  Population 
shows  an  increase  of  3*5  as  compared  with  1 945  and  1.37  as  corn-oared 
with  The  Birth  Hate  for  the  district  is  2.23  per  1000  Kw 

than  the  Birth  Rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales* 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  in  the  district,  while 
showing  a  decrease  of  7  on  the  figures  for  1945  are  still  nearly  50% 
higher  than  m  1944*  One  of  the  wartime  emergency  maternity  homes 
was  still  functioning  during  the  first  six  months  of  the  year.  The 
bounty  Council  opened  a  new  Nursing  Home  at  Liss  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  these  Homes  received  cases 
from. evacuated  and  service  families,  temporarily  resident  in  this  or 
adjoining  districts,  it  is  felt  that  the  figures  quoted  are  not 
entirely  representative  for  this  district. 


The  mortality  among  illegitimate  infants  at  first  glance 
appears  to. have  assumed  an  alarmingly  high  rate  at  85. 10  cases  per 
1000  illegitimate  live  births.  The  actual  figures  are  4  deaths 
among  47  illegitimate  live  births.  It  will  be  appreciated  that  one 
death  in  47  live  births  is  represented  by  the  figures  21.27  per  100C. 


The  death  rate  in  connection  with  illegitimate  births  is 
invariably  high  as  compared  with  that  for  legitimate  births,  a  fact 
which  requires  no  explanation. 


The  Birth  and  Mortality  Rates  may  be  regarded  as  being 

eminently  satisfactory*

I  am  pleased  to  record  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  new 
cases  notified  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year?  the  number  being 
1o  and  22  respectively.  The  number  of  deaths,  shows  an  increase  of 
2  as  compared  with  1945*  Of  the  7  deaths  recorded,  6  were  attributed 
to  Respiratory  Tuberculosis*  It  will  also  be  noted  that  no  new 
Pulmonary  cases  were  notified  of  persons  under  20  years  of  age.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  Pulmonary  or  Non -Pulmonary  of  persons  under  20 
years  of  age. 


HEALTH  SERVICES. 


The  services  for  the  treatment  of  Sickness,  Infectious  and 
other  diseases,  available  to  the  community  remain  unchanged.  These 
services  have  been  long  established  and  have  in  the  past  more  or  less 
adequately  met  the  requirements  of  the  residents  within  the  district. 


In  the  very  near  future  the  new  National  Health  Scheme 
will  come  into  operation*  It  is  hoped  that  in  consequence  still 
better  and  more  extensive  services  will  be  made  available  to  all 
members  of  the  public  irrespective  of ‘their  means  or  position* 

Inf ecx i ous  Diseases*  Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  received 
as  formerly  into  the  local  Joint  Infectious  Hospital  where 
accommodation  is  available  for  22  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  22 
Diphtheria  cases*  This  Hospital  in  common  with  all  other  Hospitals 
experienced  difficulty  in  maintaining  an  adeciuate  staff  of  Nurses. 
Conditions  on  occasions  have  been  such  that  cases  have  had  to  be 
sent  to  other  Hospitals  where  facilities  with  regard  to  staff  were 
more  favourable.  The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  provides 
facilities  for  the  disinfection  -  land  disinfest ation  of  infected 
bedding,  clothing  etc.  The  Matron  and  Staff  have  during  the  year 
been  good  enough  to  treat  cases  of  Scabies  as  Out  Patients,  the 
majority  of  cases  notified  were  treated  at  this  Hospital. 

General  Treatment.  Facilities  for  general  Hospital  Treatment 
continue  to  be  available  at  the  Petersfield,  Haslemere  and  Havant 
Hospitals,  where  the  normal  requirements  of  the  district  are 
adequately  met. 

District  Nursing*  The  Nursing  Association  provide  a  Nursing  Service 
•throughout  the  whole  of  the  district?  The  majority  of  parishes  have 
a  Resident  District  Nurse.  It  is  relevant  to  pay  a  tribute  to  the 
excellent  work  done  by  the  District  Nurses  who  often  have  to  work 
under  difficult  and  abnormal  conditions. 

The  Health  Visitors  maintained  by  the  County  Council 
continue  to  do  excellent  work  in  visiting  and  assisting  in  cases  of 
Infect ious . Disease ,  School  Visiting  etc*  They  are  available  for 
other  services  in  emergency,, 

Laboratory  Facilities-.  The  County  Laboratory  and  the  Royal  County 
Hospital  at  Winchester  afford  to  all  Medical  Practitioners,  every 
facility  for  the  examination  of  Chemical  and  Bacteriological 
Specimens. 

Mst'Srni t,y .  The  Maternity  Home  provided  by  the  County  Authority  at 
Lies  has  proved  to  be  a  tremendous  success  and  is  filling  an  urgent 
and  long-fe It  want.  The  Home  provides  10  beds  for  Maternity  Cases. 
The  District  Nuses  continue  to  do  Anti-natal  work  and  are  available 
for  home  confinements  when  necessary. 

I  must  again  regretfully  express  my  dissatisfaction  with  the 
Ambulance  Service  available  for  service  in  the  district.  This 
service  should  be  free  to  the  community,  particularly  those  in 
Rural  Areas.  ^  I  trust  that,  in  the  very  near  future,  provision  will 
be  made  on  a  National  basis,  whereby  every  Subject  will  have  available 
^  good  Ambulance  Service  on  which  he  can  coll  in  any  emergency, 
this  observations  applies  more  particularly  to  the  dweller  in  the 
more  remote  parts  of  the  district. 

Clinical  and  Treatment  Centres.  The  Clinics  available  at  Havant, 

Liss,  Liphook  and  Petersfield  continue  to  function,  and  appears  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  district. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  arc  continued  as  in 
former  years  at  Horndean,  Liss,  Liphook,  Petersfield  and  Rowlands 
Castle.  These  arc-  conveniently  situated  and  serve  the  whole 
d is tr ict. 

The  Orthopaedic  Clinics  centred  at  Alton,  Havant,  and 
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Po t ersfiel d  a no  the  i uberculosis  Dispensary  at  Havant*  continue 
to  be' available  for  the  whole  districts

DIPHTUeR  I A  1 EM  UN 1 3  A  T I  ON . 

During  the  year  under  report  the  campaign  of  Diphtheria 
Immunisation  has  been  pressed  vigorously.  No  effort  is  being 
spared  to  immunise  every  child  reaching  the  age  of  one  year  or  even 
slightly  younger.  Little  or  no  opposition  is  now  being  experienced 
m  geooing  parents  to  come  forward  an’d  having  their  young  children 
protected  against  this  dread  disease.  A  campaign  of  administering 
booster'  or  Re-enforcing  Immunisation  is  also  being  pressed 
vigorously.  The  area,  can  be  described  as  efficiently  protected 
against  the  prevalence  of  Diphtheria,  Only  one  case  of  Diphtheria 
was  notified  in  this  Rural  Area  during  the  year.  -  There  were  no 
deaths  ±roin  the  disease.  The  case  in  question  was  a  girl  of  19 
yeais  of  age,  who  had  not  received  protective  treatment. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 


.  Owing  to  the  exceptionally  heavy  rainfall  during  the  year, 
especially  in  the  earlier  months,  the  yield  from  all  sources  of 
supply  was  abundant. 


Tne  Upland  Springs  in  the  chalk  formation  which  invariably 
tall  to  a  low  level  during  the  summer  months,  maintained  an  abundant 
yield  throughout  the  year.  The  Reports  on  samples  frequently  taken 
i rom . all ^ sources  oi  supply  were  invariably  satisfactory.  The 
sterilizing  plants  at  Palmers  Farm,  Doscombe,  Hawkley  and  Ashford, 
were,  however,  kept  in  operation  as  a  precautionary  measure,  but  the 
extent  of  sterilisation  is  very  small.  All  waters  are  frequently 


tested  f®r  the  presence  of  Free  Chlorine 


•  he  areas  served  by  the 


Councils  own  Und ert akings  and  the  two  Statutory  Companys  remain  the 
same. 

^  The  Council  has  given  much  cons iderat ion  and  discussion 
to  tne  question.of  providing  a  water  service  to  the  parish  of 
Colemore  and  Priorsdene  and  to  the  augmentation  of  the  existing 
supplies  in  the  parishes  of  Buriton  and  Eastmeon*  The  need  of  a 
water  supply  in  the  parish  of  Colemore  and  Priorsdene  has  developed 
inuo  a  mayor  issue  in  view  of  agricultural  developments  in  the  area. 


Rith  the  exception  of  two  boreholes • which  yield  a  very 
limited  sui^ply,  the  whole  of  the  parish  is  entirely  dependant  on 
rain  water  storage.  As  there  are  now  several  large  Dairy  Barms  in  the 
parish,  the  question  of  a  piped  service  of  water  has  become  really 
urgent..  In  view  of  the  abundant  yield  at  the  Hawkley  source  of 
supply  in  the  adjoining  parish,  I  would  recommend  the  Council  to 
give  the  matter  their  earnest  attention. 


Of  recent  years,  much  improvement  has  been  affected  in 
connection  with  Dairy  Farming,  and  a  plentiful  supply  of  clean  water  is 
of  primary  importance,  otherwise  the  Dairyman  is  heavily  handicapped 
and  cannot  possibly  xaroduce  milk  to  the  high  standard  and  quality 
the  consumer  now  asks  for  and  indeed  demands. 
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.  In  ^he  parishes  of  Bur:  ton  and  Eastmaon  the  majority  of  the 

inhabitants  still  obtain  their  supply  of  water  from  Standposts  in  the 
several  Streets,  Such  a  system  must  be  regarded  as  antiquated, 
laborious  and  inadequate, 

At  the  eri(3  of  the  year  the  Council  commenced  the  erection 
of  new  cottages  at  East me on,  and  there  is  every  prospect  of  more 
houses  being  erected  at  Bur  it  oh  in  the  near  future,  "  The  question  of 
water  supply  and  sewage  disposal  in  these  two  parishes  will  be 
considerably  accentuated,  and  here  again  the  requirements  of  Dairy 
Farming  must  be  given  earnest  consideration.  I  strongly  recommend 
the  Council  to  give  serious  consideration,  firstly,  to  the  question 

thp'in1^  she  eJlsting  W8ter  supplies  at  these  Villages  to  meet 
e  increased  demand,. and  secondly,  in  order  to  make  possible  the 

prevision  of  Sewage  Disposal  with  which  an  abundant  supoly  of  water  is

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL, 


The. areas  provided  with  Sewerage  facilities  are  the  same 
ln  the  Previous  year  viz:  Bramshott,  Horndean,  Liss,  Rowlands  Castle, 
a  por  ion  of  the  parish  of  Steep,  The  existing  V/orks  with  the 
'“Xocp  it'n  of  those  at  Liss,  are  adequate  to  meet  local  requirements, 
and  in  all  cases  the  effluent  discharged  from  the  Works . is  of  a  high 
s  andard  of  purity.  The  Liss  Disposal  Works  continue  to  be  over- 
Or-ded  during  very  wet  periods,  and  throughout  the  winter  months  when 
a  percentage  of  the . discharge  receives  only  Tank  Treatment.  These 
tfor  s  urgently  require  to  be  extended  in  order  to  cope  with  all  the 
discharge.  I  would  remind  the  Council  that  an  application  for  sanction 
tt°  ?  ,  V0f?n  to  expend  £4000  on  these  Works  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of 
health  in  July,  1939,  when  the  outbreak  of  war  intervened.

°s  °  "itse  Schemes  both  from  the  County  Council  and  the  Ministry  of 
,  under  the  provision  of  the  Rural  Sewerage  and  I/ater  Act,  1944* 

Thu  existing  conditions  both  at  Buriton  and  Eastmeon  are 
serious  enough  to  demand  urgent  attention,  and  the  housing  development 
a  me on  and  the  proposed  development  at  Buriton  will  considerably

accentuate  the  situation.  In  both  Buriton  and  Hastmeon,  the 
Question  of  a  more  abundant  water  supply  must  definitely  receive 
urgent  and  prior  attention  in  advance  of  Sewage  Disposal. 

Owing  to  labour  difficulties  and  the  shortage  of  supplies, 
the  maintainance  of  water  and  sewage  disposal  works  etc.  was  at  times 
very  difficult. 


SCAVENGING. 


During  the  year  under  review,  the  service  of  Scavenging  of 
Household  Refuse  was  fully  restored  throughout  the  district.

Soon 
ai -er  the  termination  of  the  War  we  were  led  to  believe  that  the 
erection  of  houses  would  have  first  priority.  We  had  hoped  that 
two  or  three  years  the  arrears  accummulated  in  the  provision  of 
Cottages  during  the  War  would  have  been  more  or  less  made  good, 
is  disappointing,  therefore,  that  at  the  end  of  the  year,  I  am  unable 
o  record  the  completion  of  any  new  houses,  although  work  on  the 
erection  of  8  Swedish  -  Timber  Houses  had  subs tant ially  advanced.  Of 
mwS  ,ft)0Ve  d  Houses,  4  are  be  ing  erected  at  Greatham  and  4  at  Hawkley.

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The  council  has  also  already  acquired  a  considerable  acreage 
of  land  for  housing  purposes  at  Brarashott  and  Liss.  Here  there  is 
some  prospect  of  early  development.  The  cost  of  building  has 
already  reach  phenomenal  figures  and  there  is  every  indication  of 
further  increases  in  cost.  In  view  of  the  present  prevailing 
conditions,  I  cannot  help  but  think  that  had  the  Government  subsidised 
private  enterprise  to  the  same  extent  as  the  Local  Authority  and 
concentrated  wholly  on  the  production  of  the  necessary  material,  the 
result  may  have  been  far  more  favourable.  At  the  close  of  the  year 
applications  for  housing  accommodation  was  nearing  the  600  mark.  This 
will  no  doubt  continue  to  increase  .  The  Council  has  done  everything 
possible  to  ease  the  situation  by  requisitioning  vacant  houses  and 
premises  which  can  be  adapted  for  such  use.  At  the  end  of  the  year

The  principal  industrial  occupation  in  the  district 
continues  to  be  that  of  Agriculture?  of  which  Industry?  Dairy 
Farming  is  far  the  most  important.  The  number  of  Registered 
Wholesale  Milk  Producers  is  1 71 . 

■Most  of  the  milk  produced  in  the  district  is  retailed 
in  Portsmouth  and  the  London  Districts.

The  Military  Establishment  at  Liphook  is,  however,  a 
larger  concerned  and  employs  over  600  civilian  operatives, 
absoros  °11  the  available  labour  in  that  locality. 

There  has  been,  of  recent  years,  a  tendency  for  small 
Industrial  concerns  to  drift  out  from  the  larger  centres,  presumably 
for  economic  reasons  and  possibly  to  overcome  labour  difficulties. 
The  district  could  absorb  still  more  of  the  so  called  Light 
Industries  and  the  Council  would  be  justified  in  making  reasonable 
provision  for  such  Industries  in  the  Planning  of  the  district  with 
the  primary  object  of  providing  employment  inside  the  district. 
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
